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Who have you had your work done by? And who, if anyone, are you look- 
ing forward to being tattooed by one day? 

I have had many artists work on my body. Unfortunately, a few of them chose to be highly dis- 
respectful to me and I cannot give them credit and fame for their work. However, I have had 
the pleasure of working with some amazing artists that have treated me with respect and 
therefore deserve credit, respect, and acknowledgment for their talent and hard work. 

Champ at 454 Tattoo in Encinitas, Calif, helped me finish my right sleeve. He pieced it all 
together and added an amazing haunted house, black cat, coffin, and a dagger with the word 
"WICKED" wrapped around it. He also filled in some of my other pieces with some wonder- 
ful colors and just did a great job blending everything into one great sleeve. Another great 
artist I would like to give credit to is Justin Bishop out of Murrieta, Calif. He and I are in the 
process of doing a great cover-up on my wrist pieces I had lasered.We are currently working 
on turning those lasered pieces into beautiful black roses with wind bars all around them.They 
look so much better than what was there originally! 

How did you get started in modeling? 

Modeling has always been a passion of mine. Ever since I was a little girl I had always dreamed 
about becoming a model. But it wasn't until I was eighteen that I was finally able to pursue it. 
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I busted my ass going into all the major agencies in L.A., trying to get signed. I kept getting 
the same answer repeatedly: "You are too curvy" or "You need to lose ten pounds." It was 
very discouraging, but I didn't give up. Instead, I immersed myself in the rockabilly/pinup cir- 
cle (which gives real women the opportunity to be themselves and still model for various 
magazines and companies). That was my stepping stone into the world of modeling. 

It's finally October. Fall is upon us. What are dressing up as for Halloween? 

I love Halloween! It is my favorite time of year and what has inspired my entire right sleeve, 
so I always try to go all out for this holiday.This year, I am thinking about going as a sexy "liv- 
ing dead girl."

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PUNKASS 

SCARRED FOR LIFE 

BY GREG TRUELOVE FAMOUS INK 



In 1997, Dan "Punkass" Caldwell and Charles "Mask" Lewis founded the 
clothing company Tapout in San Bernardino, Calif. Specializing in the pro- 
duction of clothing and other miscellaneous gear targeted towards the 
mixed martial arts community, Tapout 1 s gross earnings rose from $30,000 in 
1 999 to over $ 1 00 million in 2008. With their third partner,Tim "Skyskrape" 
Katz, Tapout dominated the MMA clothing scene and sponsored just about 
every notable fighter from Chuck Liddell to Kimbo Slice, and everyone in 
between. Just like most MMA fighters, the Tapout crew began collecting their 
tattoos and body art a long time ago.They are definitely not strangers to the 
sound of a tattoo machine. Earlier this year however, one of Tapout 1 s main- 
stays and Punkass's best friend and business partner, Lewis, was killed in a 
high-speed automobile accident in Newport Beach, Calif. With this crippling 
blow to the company behind them, Tapout is finding the strength to move on 
through their fans and in the memory of Lewis and his everlasting words: 
"Simply Believe." We caught up with Punkass recently to ask him a few ques- 
tions about his ink and his thoughts on tattoos. Here's what he had to say. 

What was your first tattoo, and how did you get into tattoos? 

The first tattoo I got was the one in my lip, my Punkass tattoo. I had a friend 
who tattooed and it was kinda like one of those things where he said he'd 

tattoo me. He wanted to know what I 
wanted, and I didn't have anything, 
and Punkass was kinda like a nick- 
name everyone called me, so I got 
it. I got it on the inside of my lip 
because at the time I wasn't really 
sure about tattoos. I could get it and 
I knew I had it, and no one else could 
see it, and that's all I needed to know. 
I wasn't sure if I was gonna get any 
major tats yet, so this was a 
good way to start out. Like 
anything though, they get 
really addictive, quickly. 

Eventually you got 
the Tapout logo on 
your neck, how did 
that come about? 

I think I got that back in 
2000, and at the time 
we were having a lot of 
troubles with the com- 
pany staying afloat, 
Vggk everything seemed to 
be a struggle, so I basi- 
cally felt like I needed 
something that said 
that this was for life. It 
was significant, like when you 
get tattoos on your hands. It 
meant there ain't no going back 
to some regular job. When I got 
my neck tattooed, it was just a 
way for me to say there was 
nothing closer to me than what I 
was doing with Tapout, other 
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than my kid, and I just wanted to rep- 
resent what I was about and that I 
wasn't joking around. We were still a 
small company, doing only about 
$ 1 00 grand a year, and people were 
like "Why are you spending so much 
time doing this? You guys are just 
these dudes from San Bernardino, 
nobody makes it from San 
Bernardino." At the same time 
though, we had people that could see 
the dream, and we were kinda like 
the mountain in front of the flashlight 
in the fact that we had fighters on TV 
in the UFC wearing our stuff. So, if 
you watched the UFC back then, we looked kind of big~a mountain 
in front of a flashlight—but you couldn't see who we really were: guys 
who didn't have a pot to piss in. I don't think Charles even had a car 
at the time, and I still had two, sometimes three jobs at the same 
time. So, getting theTapout logo was just a way of saying how impor- 
tant this really was to us at the time. 

Not only do you have the logo, but I know you see fans 
all over the place with the Tapout logo as well. 

Yeah, now it's kind of like a thing now. I don't know if they were 
doing it because I did it, or if it was because they feel it's close to 
them too, or whatever it is. The only thing I can compare it to is the 
KISS phenomenon, when everybody would have the KISS tattoos. 
You don't see brands like Nike as tattoos. How many Quiksilver tat- 
toos are out there, or Ecko tattoos? To see that we have hundreds 
of people with tattoos of theTapout logo on their bodies says a lot 
about the people who are behind our company and the core fans 
that we have. 

Do you use one artist now? Who are some of your 
favorite tattooists? 

Jay Greely has been the guy who has been tattooing a lot of my later 
stuff. He did my hands, a lot on my right arm, my whole side, my 
neck. He's the guy I've been using a lot. He's based in the Inland 
Empire area of SoCal. He freelances a lot, so he works wherever. He 
comes to my house, and places like that. I've actually been thinking 
about opening up a shop with him sometime in the near future. The 
other guy I've used is Roman Abrego, another guy out of the Inland 
Empire area. He's kind of famous down there for his portrait tattoos, 
and he is the guy who did the dollar bill on my arm and theTapout 
logo on my neck. Those two guys make up most of my whole body. 
The guys at Hart and Huntington worked on me one time, when I 
got my son's name, "Colton", put on my neck. 

You and a lot of Tapout employees got memorial tat- 
toos in honor of Charles after he passed. Tell me a lit- 
tle more about how those came about and who did 
them. 




Jay Greely did most of them. He didn't even charge for them, I don't think. His 
death hit everybody hard; it's one of those things that happen in your life that 
you'll never forget, and that's what's so personal about tattoos: they always let 
you remember. I wanted to get mine in a place where I could see it every day, 
so it's right on the front of my neck, and I can see it even with my shirt on. It's 
something that I can always remember Charles by. That's not the only one I plan 
on getting either, I plan on getting more tribute tattoos to him. Tapout is a com- 
pany we started together, and it was always a lifelong dream for all of us. 

Did Charles have the Tapout logo inked on him? 

You know, Roman once tattooed it on his hand, but it had come up. It was half 
on his palm and half on his wrist, but it had totally come off on his hand because 
of the way your hand wears and rubs everyday, it doesn't hold ink very well. He 
was always planning on getting another Tapout tattoo, but was just waiting on 
the right time and place to do it. 

Punkass went on to explain that tattoos are like reminders of life, kind of like 
permanent post-it notes we put up that never let us forget our dreams, loved 
ones, or our past. Everyone has a story behind his or her ink, and sometimes 
it's a very personal one. We look forward to watching theTapout story unfold 
and continue as this company pays homage to their late co-founder Charles 
Lewis the only way they know how, To Simply Believe, ic

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Give us a little breakdown of your shop: Employees with a lit- 
tle bio and their specialties. 

Dan Henk has been drawing, painting, and writing novels since he was a lit- 
tle kid. In high school, he focused on art and creative writing and was accept- 
ed to the art school of his choice. He was all set to start his art career when 
he was kicked out of his house. After about eight months of being homeless, 
he ended up in a food service job. One bad job led to another but art 
remained constant. A year and a half were spent doing political cartoons for 
Madcap Magazine, not to mention various art for local clubs, bands, and a 
cover illustration for Maximum Rock and Roll. 

At 23, he decided to take it a step further and attend art school. Album 
covers, band art, even published paintings in books brought plenty of compli- 
ments, but not regular workThen a friend of Henk's brother, a tattoo artist 
at Ink Addiction in Carlisle, Pa. named Chad Divel, offered to teach him how 
to tattoo. He turned down his first apprenticeship offer at 19, when his per- 
ception of what could be done with a tattoo was much more limited. People 
like Guy Aitchison, Aaron Cain and Tom Renshaw had really opened his eyes 
to what could be done. Henk accepted the offer.The friend got Henk his first 
machines (Time machines) and a full set of Starbrite Ink. He then proceeded 
to practice on his girlfriend and friends. Almost seven years and way too 
many shops later, this feels like home to him. 

Nick Baxter got his start through a traditional apprenticeship under 
Conneticut shop owner Mark Savaikis. From there he landed a spot at 
Darkside Tattoo alongside Eric Merrill, Joe Capobianco, and Lou Jacque, 
among others. After Darkside disbanded around 2005, he was one of the 
original artists at Transcend Tattoo in Branford, Conn. In 2008 he relocated 
to Austin,Tex. and now works occasionally on a an appt-only basis with the 
awesome crew at Eternally Bound Tattoo when he isn't at his own private 
studio or pursuing his fine art through oil painting. Baxter has gained inter- 
national acclaim in the body art community for his thought-provoking, inno-

jMyke Chambers) 
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vative motifs and has become widely recognized by oth- 
ers in the tattoo industry for his combination of fine art 
and technical tattooing skills, which he's had the chance 
to practice all around the country at conventions and 
guest spots, as well as in Europe. 

Clint Kephart was fascinated with tattooing 
from a young age and eventually started putting his art to 
skin at the start of the new millennium. He is versatile 
with his tattooing and takes pride in creating unique tat- 
toos for his clients. He works in black and gray or color. 
However, he has frequent requests for his more macabre 
black and gray work. 

Ramsie Segura has been tattooing for five years. 
"I started tattooing a few years after I moved to Austin. 
I've been painting for 20 years and drawing for as long as 
I can remember." 

Kristy Venia is a young tattooist hailing original- 
ly from Denver, Co. Primarily a custom tattooist, she has 
the ability to work with the client's reference and ideas 
to achieve a high quality, original tattoo. 

Keith Underwood was brought up in the tattoo 
world as a traditional tattoo artist. With an apprenticeship under Mike "Rollo Banks" 
Malone, Underwood's career path led him to the knowledge of traditional ways of tat- 
tooing and his way of doing business. In 2004, he opened Taylor Street Tattoo and Body 
Piercing, but not without a fight. He fought tooth and nail to get the shop approved by 
the city and neighborhood to open a tattoo shop on Taylor Street in Chicago, III. Finally, 
the shop opened and it became the street shop he had always dreamed of having. It is 
a traditional shop, done the old school way, for the common man. 

Underwood's life came to a screeching halt when he found his friend, his mentor, 
his confidant, dead in his apartment. Rollo Banks took his life in 2007 and sent a roar 
of cries out into the tattoo community. Underwood and his wife, Kindel, and their two 
children were planning to move to Austin,Tex. in the summer of 2007. With Rollo gone, 
and only the future to look to, Underwood turned his career in a new direction. 

Since his move to Austin, Tex, Underwood has had every intention of opening a 
tattoo shop there. After a whirlwind lifestyle, he has finally decided to plant some roots 
in Texas and is looking forward to becoming the HNIC at Eternally Bound Tattoo. 
Besides having this new shop, he's also submerged in other businesses, like his record 
label End Sounds. Underwood is also involved with a screen-printing company,Anchor, 
based out of Dallas and co-owned by Oliver Peck. Not only is he a U.S. patent holder 
for tattoo technology, he also has his own line of ink called The Good Color and con- 
tinues to build made-to-order tattoo machines. 

How did you lure such top talent to your shop? 

Well, Dan was moving to Austin and he was asking different people where he should 
go and a few different people told him he should talk to me...so he did. Dan came down

to check it out after guesting at a different shop in town. 
We hung out and he decided to call Eternally Bound 
home. Dan and I hit it off right away. Now we work pret- 
ty much all our conventions together and we're planning 
to do a full east coast guest spot/convention tour this 
spring...were pretty much hitting every major city out 
that way. 

I met Nick at Marcy's Star of Texas Tattoo Arts 
Revival here in Austin when he was one of the judges for 
a Tattoo of the Day contest that I won. He came into the 
studio not to long after that and we got to hang out a bit 
and talk. Nick is a really amazing person on many levels. 

I thinks it's really just that we have a good thing 
going here and it's very evident in the whole vibe of the 
studio...everyone here is really into it and positive...we're 
all pretty much loving life. 

What is your favorite thing about owning 
your own shop? 

To be honest, I think I'm over owning a shop for now. I 
love owning a shop and all, but right now I really want to 
do some more traveling for a while and just take appoint- 
ments here when I'm in town. Eternally Bound will be my 
home base, but I'm going to be on the road a lot and I 
don't want the shop neglected. So, Keith Underwood is 
planning to take over ownership of it here pretty 
soon...l'm actually pretty stoked on that. Keith is a really 
awesome guy and a great traditional tattooer, not to men- 
tion a good businessman. I'm looking forward to learning 
all I can from Keith. He has a real old school approach to 
things and I'm really interested in seeing where things go 
from here. 



I built Eternally Bound from the ground up. It's been 
really tough but rewarding as hell at the same time. 
Actually, I think the studio has saved my life a few times 
in the past three and a half years, so it's really hard for 
me to make this decision, but I feel it's for the best. 
Owning and running a studio, being a fully booked artist, 
and traveling all year is really just too much on my plate 
right now, so I'm handing the reigns over to Keith and I 
will go back to focusing on what I love most: tattooing 
and helping people that want a way out of their own 
personal hell. 

How has the tattoo industry changed since 
you've been in the business? 

Well, it's pretty standard to wear gloves and shirts now. 
[laughs] But seriously. . . 

Any advice you would give to budding tattoo 
artists? 

Yeah.You're not a rock star; humility is priceless. 

What are your future plans? 

Like I said before, Dan and I are planning to tour for a 
little while in early 2010 and then I plan to travel the 
world for a bit, settle down somewhere, get married 
(haven't met her yet, though) and grow old. Actually, I 
really want to finish a painting book I started and a book 
about my life.That'd be swell. *

Hailing from the indie music capital, 
Austin, Tex. is the art/indie/noise rock 
band ...And You Will Know Us by the 
Trail of Dead. This musical sextet performs 
outside the box often switching the lead 
singers and playing different instruments on 
stage as well as in the studio. Starting origi- 
nally as a two piece, Conrad Keely (vocals, 
guitar, drums, piano) and Jason Reece (drums, 
vocals, guitar) moved to Austin and per- 
formed under the nameYouWill Know Us by 
the Trail of Dead before adding Kevin Allen 
(guitar, vocals) and Neil Busch (former 
bassist). With the four members moving

forward, they lengthened their name to include 
...And. The current lineup has expanded with the 
addition of Aaron Ford (drums, piano, vocals), Jay 
Phillips (bass, vocals), Clay Morris (piano, vocals). 

Over their fourteen year career, Trail of Dead, 
amongst their many accomplishments, have released 
six full length albums to date. The most recent 
album, The Century of Self, was the first release on 
Interscope Records in February 2009. It was 
unveiled to some highly positive reviews that super- 
seded those of their last two albums. Interestingly, 
Jack of all trades Keely, designed the album art him- 
sel — completely in ball point pen. But that wasn't 
the only DIY aspect of this record, they also ended 
up recording the tracks live, instead of dubbing. This 
may be why many critics have found this to be their 
best album yet, and the one that seems to be the 
most complete. 

Although Trail of Dead is not an immensely tat- 
too heavy band, they are still appreciators of the art. 
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A few members have even collect- ^ ~~~ 

ed their own body art pieces; 

pieces that range from nautical ^ I 

stars to a black and gray character 

from an epic Chinese novel. "I love 

the stories that are attached to 

every tattoo," says Reece. Before 

explaining the reason behind his 

tattoos, he got them to "give me a 

historical perspective on my life, 

and it was something I always want- M 

ed because my Dad had one."

first [tattoo] when I was eighteen 

at China Sea Tattoo off of Hotel Street in Honolulu, Hi. It was a seedy 
neighborhood with hookers and drunks everywhere... a real cool spot." 
His favorite body art would be that of the custom type. So, his advice 
to new tattoo collectors is "get original art, not something from the 
shops wall... be creative and imaginative." 

This Halloween season, the Trail of Dead are hitting the proverbial 
trail as they tour North America and are performing at some of the 
most well known venues in the country. A band that was, "formed from 
cosmic dust millions of centuries ago. Here to run forever. Born out of 
boredom... here to bleed on your pages," says Reece. With a style that 
is described as "Punk Floyd," and inspired by "fluffy kittens and cuddly 
puppies," Trail of Dead is likely to be one interesting experience. So 
make sure you check them out in a town near you. And watch out for 
the album that they're working on for 2010. *

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LUCERO 

1372 Overton Park [Republic] 
Lucero's latest disc pays homage to the music and 
soul of Memphis, and takes its name from the 
address where Ben Nichols and the rest of his rol- 
licking band lived in and recorded much of their 
acclaimed album That Much Farther West. Several 
songs on Overton Park truly do rock, and it's nice to 
see Lucero moving forward in their "alt-punkry" 
genre. Nichols grumbles with his usual scorched vocals and additional horn 
arrangements give nearly every song added life.The tracks "Can't Feel aThing" and 
"Darken My Door" slow the record to a mid-tempo pace but provide soft piano, 
organ, and structure to what could have been overly aggressive tracks. Overton 
Park is an enjoyable listen and probably perfect for a whiskey-soaked weekend at 
your friend's trashy apartment. But what the album accomplishes in fun, the addi- 
tional "beefing up" of their already gritty noise clouds the sound that originally 
garnered Lucero attention in the first place. - Zach Hinkle

Signal Morning [Cloud Recordings] 
Psychedelic folk-noise albums just got a lot more 
interesting to hear.
